Society present their Fourteenth Annual Re- 


port, under a deeper conviction than ever be- | 


fore, that the labors of its patrons and friends 
are hallowed in the best affections of the best 
of men, and recorded, as a grateful memorial,

The year bas not only brought with it its | 


embarrassments and its trials, but its peculiar 
encouragements, its precious blessings. 


Summary of Results —Vhe whole number of | 


Missionaries und agents, in commission during 
the year, is 680. That the number does not 
greatly exceed this, is not that the wants of the 
needy have all been supplied, or that their 
eurnest supplications for aid have all been 
granted, or that no more heralds of merey 
could be found to go out and proclaim to them 
the glad tidings of salvation; but thatthe Com- 
mittee have been restricted in their appropria- 
tions, by the want of funds, 

The pecuniary distresses, experienced every- 


where in the autumn, so seriously affected the | 


immediate and prospective receipts of the So- 
elety, that it became indispensable, in’ the 
judgment of the Committee, to 
inerensing its responsibilities, except in causes 
having claims of a peculior character, "The 
efforts of the last balfof the vear, therefore, 
have been directed, not so much to enlarging

the ground already occupied, till the times of 
Prosperity should return from the presence of

It is gratifving, however, to the Committee,

prehension of having to inform the missiona- | 


ries, one and all, that their drafts could not be 
maid, 

That these apprehensions have not been re- 
alized, and the most serious embarrassments

the three months that succeeded, were months 


thereby thrown in the way of future operations, 
we owe to the quick and generous sympathy 
in the churches with the cause of missions at 
home—to the prompt and tiberal contributions 
of many, who were themselves in a great trial 
of affliction, and, above all, to that blessed 
Spirit that has been poured out from on high, 
enlarging the hearts of his people, and inspir- 
ing in souls renewed, the disposition of him 
who rejoiced in the privilege of giving the half 
of his goods to the poor. ‘To these causes do 
the Committee, with thanksgiving and praise, 
ascribe it, that notwithstanding the discourage- 
ments and difficulties to which they have refer- 
| red, the receipts of the year, though inadequate 
| to the necessities of the cause, have amounted 
to $78,345,20; which is but $4,219.43 less than 
the total receipts of the year preceding. 

The amount of receipts, added to the balance 
in the treasury at the last anniversary, makes 
the resources of the year, $80,812.40. ‘The 
| amount due at the beginning of the year, to- 

gether with what has since become due, is 

| $87,517,738. Of this sum, $78,345,20 has al-

How far, | 
and when, these pledges shall be redeemed, and 
the reduced appropriations of those who are 
bearing on the ark of God inthe new settle. | 
ments of our own country, amidst privations | 
and hardships that are surpassed by those of 
| but few of their brethren in any portion of 
Christendom, shall be made more adequate to 
their necessities, it is for those to say, who

It cannot have escaped the observation of | 
the friends of Home Missions, that the effects | 
of the prevailing embarrassments of the coun- 
try upon this cause have been twofold—contri- 
butions have been diminished, and the necessi- 
ty for themhas been increased. Feeble church- | 
es have been made more feeble, and many that | 
were beginning to sustain the gospel among 
themselves have been compelled again to ask 
for charitable aid. Ttis with no little solicitude 
that we inquire, Shall the wants of these 

| churches be supplied? Shall the work of giv- 
| ing the gospel to multitudes far more destitute 
| than they, go forward? Shall we vet hope to 
be honored of Heaven, in making our whole 
land a dwelling place of righteousness? — If so, 
it is manifest that the resources of the Society 
must not only not be permitted any more to 
decline, whatever disasters befal worldly enter- 
prises, but that they must be constantly and 
greatly increased, :

He was to speak of Continental Europe— 
Europe the glory of the world—the favorite 
region of art, literature, science, discovery; 
the theatre of intense mental activ ity and per- 
petual change, revolution after revolution 
shaking down the despotism of nges; longing 
after liberty, and #rasping at every phantom 
which bears its form; and where abortive 
schemes and disappointed hopes have left a 
deep conviction of the inefficacy of mere polit- 
ical appliances to human depravity and misery, 
and of the want of @ spiritual religion, instead 
of the gorgeous and empty shows which have 
nothing forthe heart. Could angelie powers 
desire a wider range of beneficent action? We 
have but to offer the Bible, the Tract, the evan- 
gelical volume, and it is grasped and read with 
avidity 

He proceeded to give a sketch of the rapid 
progress of evangelization in France, Switzer- 
land, and other countries of Europe within the 
lust six or seven years. ‘Phe Gospel revo- 
lutionized the world in twenty-eight years from 
its first publication; and might we not expect 
to see results as wonderful in the twenty-eight 
years now before us?” 

It was said that we owe a political debt to 
France —we owed n greater of an earlier date. 
Her sons, who fled from poptsh superstition in 
vast numbers to our shores, brought with them 
the piety and the irrepressible spirit of liberty 
which characterized the Huguenots. He made 
n beautiful allusion to John Jay, one of their 
descendants. : 

Inferior as we are in art, and literature, and 
refinement, we have the Gospel, we believe, in 
its purity; and thus we are debtors to France, 
and to all the world, as the poor fishermen and 
tux-goutherers of Galilee felt themselves to he, 

The great question after all was, “ What 
ean Pdo?? Not one, but might, hy his praye rs, 
call down a blessing: and $3800 would support 
an evangelist, and 21504 colporteur in France. 

The Rev. Fut Ssteruy missionary from Sy ria, 
whose labors for fourteen veors have been 
chiefly connected with the Arabic press, snid 
when he reached the foreign shore, he felt that 
he had gone back centuries in this department, 
Every thing was to be by gun anew. A press 
was indeed easily obtained from this country; 
but a translator must be trained by the mnission- 
ary; and then a printer; and then it was found 
that there were prine iples in the structure of 
the Arabic letters which till now had not been 
understood even by those preparing founts in 
Germany, and new models, and punches, and 
matrices, and then type must be made, in order 
to print without offending the Arabie taste. 
Then the translations of English works were 
found to contain so many allusions to things 
unknown by the Arnhic reader, that they did 
not fully meet bis wants. * 

In nll the extensive countries where the 
Turkish and Arabic languages prevail, were 
now only three printing establishments, (except 
those connected with the missions:) one at 
Constantinople, owned by the Sultan; one at 
Cairo, owned by the Egyptian government, 
and one in Persia. 

The mission presses were free from govern- 
mental restraint, and so is the distribution. 
The missions were preparing for extensive 
operations, when the Seciety’s aid would he 
largely needed. Giving, he said, was not the 
hardest part of all that is done to spread the 
Gospel by the press—the missionaries were 
the operatives—Christians at home the propri- 
ttors—they would not fail to supply the means 
for carrying forward their own work abroad, 

Mr. Benner, who has long been connected 
with the press in) Burmah, concurred in the 
statement of the obstacles to he overcome in 
the management of the press abroad. For 
some time his labors have been among the 
Karens, who are not idolaters, and bave many 
scriptural traditions, whose language, eight 
years ago, was reduced to writing by the mis- 
sionaries. One object of bis coming to this 
country was to procure founts of type. He re- 
Inted delightful evidences’ of a blessing on 
Tracts and books, and deseribed his own visits 
nnd labors in towns in the jungle; the joy of 
meeting Inquirers; and the multiplied encour- 
agements to prosecute this work mm Burmah, 

The Rev. Mr. Metes bad arrived but the 
day previous, having labored twenty-five years 
in Ceylon. If ministers here needed the nid of 
Tracts and books, he said, bow much more 
does a missionary in a pagan land, For ten 
long years they had only the olla leaves. In 
the last ten the scene had been greatly chang- 
ed. Seventy individuals were now employed 
inthe printing establishment in Ceylon, pro- 
viding aliment for 9,000,000 spenking the Tr- 
mul—and they had employed tivo sets of work- 
men, keeping the press in motion till nearly 
the middle of the night. "They printed edi- 
tions of 20,000 copies, allof which were needed. 

He had lately nade an extensive tour in the 
Tanjore district, where he found tens of thou- 
sands calling for books, books, or a Tamul Al- 
manac; and his supply was wholly insofficient 
to meet the demand. 

He was commissioned by Dr. Scudder, at 
Madras, who loads his carts, and goes through 
the length and breadth of the land, preaching 
and distributing, to entreat Christians in Amer- 
ican not to withhold their contributions and 
their prayers

H., Robertson, Vt., Davis, R. 1, A. A. Phelps, and 
Abby Kelly, Mass., W. L. Chaplin and Lewis ‘Tap- 
pan, N. Y., Messrs. Burleigh and Gardner, Pa., and 
Mr. Dennison, N. J. These nominations were ap- 
proved, without special objection by the society, ex- 
cept in the case of Abby Kelly, When the question 
on her nomination was put to the house, it was inm- 
possible to determine whether the ayes or noes had 
it, though the President promptly decided that she 
was elected. The decision was doubted, a division 
called for, and after considerable discussion as to the 
best method of ascertaining the state of the vote, in 
the crowded assembly, when as yet no roll had been 
completed, the vote was taken by rising, with the fol- 
lowing result: In favor of the nomination, 557. A- 
giinst it, 451, Majority, 106. 

It is proper to remark that many, perhaps 150 wo- 








men, voted in favor of Abby Kelly's appointment, 
while those females who were opposed to the princi- 
ple, refused with few exceptions, to vote at all. 

Thos the great question which has threatened a 
breach in the Anti Slavery ranks was decided, by a 
majority of more than 100, in favor of the right of 
women to participate in the business transactions of 
the society 

Mr. Lewis Tappan then declined serving on the 
committee, and assigned the following reasons against 
the appotntinent of females to such duties: 

1. It is opposed to the constitution of the American 
Anti-Slavery Society 

2. It is a firebrand thrown into the anti-Slavery 
ranks, . 

3. Itis contrary to the usages of all civilized society. 

4. Wt destroys the efficieney of female action in be- 
halfofthe cause. He therefore desired to be excused
